Neither of the leuders was making 
any headway. Though McAdoo, 
by virtue of the Missourl Gesertion, 
had slipped back from his high 
mark of 479, attained on the last 
ballot last night, he was hanging 
on desperately. Reports of disaf- 
fection in various quarters, due to 
the desire of many delegates (like 
the Missourians) to get on a win- 
ning band wagon, kept the McAdoo 
managers on tenterhooks.

It was obvious that neither Smith 
nor any of the second-string candi- 
dates could hope to succeed until 
McAdoo was pulled out of the way. 
All the anti-McAdoo leaders were 
co-operat'ng to this end. 

McAdoo spokesmen early in the 
day admitted that the delegations 
of Missouri, Tennesee, Oklahoma 
and, North Carolina were causing 
them grave anxiety. 

Change in Florida Vote. 

On the eighteenth ballot, the 
hammering had a tangible result. 
The Florida delegation, which had 
been going solidly for McAdoo, 
was polled upon demand of a 
member, and the count showed 11 
votes for McAdoo and one for 
Smith. Chairman Walsh ruled, 
after the matter had been argued 
by a spokesman of each side, that 
the Smith vote should be allowed 
to stand. Slight as was this break 
in the McAdoo wall, it was hailed 
with delight by the opposition. 

Reports came ftom the floor that 
Tennessee, another delegation 
which had been tied to McAdoo by 
unit-rule instructions was about to 
break loose. The delegation was 
expected to go first to Cordell Hf), 
as a way station, then to scatter its 
votes and finally to land with both 
feet in the Davis camp. 

Some of the floor leaders in close 
touch with’ the shifting sentiment 
among the delegates predicted that 
the contest would ultimately re- 
solve iteelf into a battle between 
Glass and Davis, with the former 
having the edge among the presefit 
McAdoo delegates and the latter 
being preferred by the Easterners. 

Overnight predictions of the 
Smith and McAdoo managers that 
their respective lines would hold 
tight today were proved to be ac-

The House of Peers in its resolu- 
tion expressed approval of the ac- 
tion already taken_by the Japanese 
Government with regard to the 
American enactment. That passed 
by the lower house asked the Gov- 
ernment to take all proper meas- 
ures demanded by the situation. 
Both drafts assert the enactment is 
discriminatory. 

Say Friendship Is Violated. 

The lower house's” resolution 
declares the exclusion clause vio- 
lates the principles of justice and 
fair play and stands in the way of 
the 70-year-old friendship of Japan 
and America. It adds: 

‘Resolved, That the House of 
Representatives expresses profound 
sentiment opposed to this discrimi- 
natory enactment and be it. further 

“Resolved, That the House of 
Representatives requests the Im- 
perial Government promptly to 
take all proper measures the situ- 
ation requires.” 

In his address, Viscount Kato" 
said “an examination of world con- 
ditions reveals that the Powers ere 
developing national strength witha 
view to extending their influence 
abroad and Japan needs a gen:ral 
awakening of the popular will.”

NEW YORK, July 1.—Six ballots 
taken at the session of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention last 


-night failed to produce any mate- 


rial change in the standing of the 
leading candidates other than the 
switching of New Jersey’s 28 votes 
to the Smith column and Kansas’ 
20. to McAdoo. Neither sg 
ment was unexpected. 

On the ninth: ballot, which ni 
ed the afternoon session, McAdoo 
got 444 3-5 and Smith 278. On the 
fifteenth ballot, which closed the 
night session, McAdoo’s strength 
ha@l grown to 479, and Smith’s to 
395%. 

Following the first ballot, in the 
morning, throughout the succeed- 
ing 14 ending at midnight, McAdoo 
registered a gain of 47% and Smith 
a gain of 64%. 

When it is seen that McAdoo still 
needs 253 for the nomination and 
that Smith is 426% short of the 
recessary 732, the task confronting 
each side may be appreciated. 

Yesterday’s gains, for the most 
part, came slowly and it seemed 
that the Smith and McAdoo mun- 
afers were able to maintain the 


lrate of increase only through the 


most laborious effort. 
First Important Break. 


The first important break eame 
when Kansas, which had voted con- 
sistently for Gov. Jonathan Davis 
for nine ballots, threw its 20 votes 
to McAdoo. There was a burst of 
genuine enthusiasm from other 
McAdoo deiegations, and a pu- 
rade around the hall was started, 
the standards of 22 states falling 
into line ag the band struck up a 
military air.. 

As a matter of fact, it had been 
known prior to the recess that the 
Kansas delegates were ready. to 
go over and had been prevented 
for several ballots only by the 
strong feeling of Gov.

Another report didclosed that a 
poll of 8000 teachers thfoughout 
the country indicated the majority 
of them were in favor of lengthen- 
ing the school day. 

The illiteracy report, presented 
by Mrs. Cora W. Stewart of Frank- 
fort, Ky., stated that, although 
there are 4,931,905 acknowledged 
illiterates in, the United States, the 
commission is convinced that there 
are more than double this number 
who either were overlooked in cen- 
sus taking or have concealed their 
illiteracy. The report emphasized 
that more than 3,000,000 of the 
acknowledged illiterates were na- 
tive born. 

“Aside from a menace to gov- 
ernment and@ handicap to citizen- 
ship,” the report said, “‘the effects 
ef illiteracy on commerce and la- 
bor are highly deleterious.” It 
also was asserted that illiteracy of 
parents is the chief barrier to 
school attendance. 

Longer Day Is Favored.

Ireland Tackles the 
Drink Problem; Bans 
Barmaids and Poteen 


Shops to Open at Nine and Close at Ten, 
Allowed to Sell Only Food Eaten 
on Premises.

DUBLIN, July 1.—The text of 
the Free State Government’s legis- 
jation for reform of the drink traf- 
fic, recently issued, is less drastic 


than was expected. A uniform 
hour of opening and closing for the 
sale of drink all over the Free 
State is adopted. Thirteen hours’ 
opening daily, from 9 a. m. till 10 
p. m., are provided, with half an 
hour earlier closing on Saturdays. 
This is opposed by the li¢ensed 
trade on the ground that 9 o’clock 
is too late to open, and that farm- 
ers and laborers, whose markets 
are often in the early hours of the 
morning, require refreshments. 
Stops Mixed Trading. 

The main provisicn is that 
which-abolishes mixed trading and 
requires that a drink shop shall 
sell nothing but drink, unless food 
is consumed with it on the prem- 
ises, when food may be sold. But 
food may not be sold acruss the 
counter, as at present. The great 
proportion of country shops which 


eell drink, and there are 15,000 a 
together in the Free State, are gen- 
eral stores and sell everything. In 
future they must abandon the sale 
of liquor, and, according to the li- 
censed trade, the necessary altera- 
tions would cost over $20,000,000 
Is Aimed at Poteen. 

The bill especially aims at the 
traffic in poteen. Wntil now of- 
fenders escaped with fines, and as 
the trade is highly profitable, the 
fine was no deterrent and was really 
passed on to the thirsty custom- 
ers. In future the penalty is to be 
imprisonment. The trade in ingre- 
dients is to be checked by the pro- 
vision that any material capable wf 
being distilled into poteen can only 
be obtained, even by those intend- 
ing to use it for other purposes, 
through the police. 

In future the time-honored prac- 
tice of chalking up the drink score 
will disappear, for purchases of 
liquor must be cash transactions. 
Nobody under 18 can be served 
with drink at all, and there must 


be no young barmaids.

were thrust aside for a sordid, cowardly party policy 
of vote catching. 

The referendum on the League is not only an eva- 
sion of the duty of the party convention to define a 
definite program for submission to the people, but it 
is a humbug. It represented not only cowardice but 
chicanery. Newton D. Baker thoroughly punctured 
that bubble. He pointed out that it was neither legal 
nor precticable. He characterized it as fantastic. 

The right kind of a referendum to take was to sub 
mit a thoroughly defined party.policy to the voters 
on election day; to make up a program with regard 
to world peace in accord with the best thought of 
the party representatives and with the principles 
the party stands for, and abide by the decision of 
the voters. The only referendum contemplated in the 
Constitution of the United States is a referendum on 
clearly defined party policies at the ballot bor. This 
is the legal referendum of candor and courage and 
sincerity. - 

The fact is that the League referendum is 
one of William J. Bryan's visionary devices which is 
thoroughly in accord with his shifty mind, and exem- 
plifies both his lack of comprehension of and utter 
disregard for the principles and methods of constitu- 
tional, representative government. The objection to 


abandonment of the party's duty to formulate policies 
“for the people, and a meaningless sham, but it is con- 
trary to the very essence and structure of the repre- 
séntative system of government which is the founda- 
tion of American institutions. 

The United States was founded as a repub 
lic, mot a pure democracy. The theory of the 
republic was that the people chose representa- 
tives, who. were charged with the function of

In brief it is a mental picture of 
the person you want to fal? in love 
with. The easiest way to under- 
stand that is to discover your own 
love-image. 

For convenience in writing, I am 
going to assume that you are @ girl. 
(The psychology of men is the 
same.) You are aware that you 
have certain preferences in men; 
you are somewhat less aware that 
you have certain prejudices about 
men. The difference between a 
preference and a prejudice in this 
connection is general reasonable- 
ness. A preference is unreasonable 
or irrational. And the best test of 
the general reasonableness of an 
idea is not what you think about it, 
but whether you share it with other 


people. 

Thus the average girl prefers a 
tall man to a short one, a handsome 
man to an ugly one, a strong man 
to a weak one. But we cannot say 
that the average girl prefers blue 
eyes to brown eyes, or a dark man 
to a fair one. There is no general 
agreement here. So a liking for 

jue eyes is a prejudice. Above all, 
a strong liking for a characteristic 
or trait that is mot attractive to 
most women is not only a preju- 
dice, but a very significant and im- 
portant prejudice. Some women 
actually prefer ugly men to hand- 
some ones, unsuccessful men to 
successful ones. What is more, 
they frequently don’t know it about 
themselves. 


Picture in Mind’s Eye. 

Look back over the list of men 
you have actually liked. If you do 
this honestly, you should be able 
to set down the half dozen char- 
acteristics or traits that especially 
appeal to you. Don’t mislead your- 
self by putting down what you 
think you ought to Iike and pay 
special attention to your preju- 
dices—it is they that are signifi- 
cant. When you have made this 
let, you should be able to see a 
marked similarity in all the men 
you have ever liked. You may 
find that there are two distinct 
kinds or types of men you have 
liked.

The psy- 
chologists believe that those who 
can't do ft are not so much unable 
as unwilling to do it. Every hu- 
man pens has a love-image. 

NowW I said in the beginning that 
when two people fall in love each 
has identified the other with his 
love-image.
